CONFEDERATE ARCHIVES, 
NO MORE WANTED. — 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Feb. 23.—The War of 
the Rebellion was fought over again in the 
House to-day, and the first Union victory of 
the Forty-sixth Congress. was secured. The 
debate arose upon a provision contained in 
the Sundry Civil bill making an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 to purchase the private papers 
of the late Confederate Generals, Bragg and 
Polk. The Appropriations Committee had 
recommended that Congress should pay that 
comm —— An angry debate 


before. They have now no language to ex- 
press their detestation of him, and the reason 
simply is that Gen. Bragg has had the cour-- 
age publicly to express the opinions to which. 
many War Democrats have laid claim. He 
still holds that the Rebellion was a crime, 
and that Rebels were traitors, and he does 
not think that the people of this 
country should be taxed to pay 
war claims, or to help the 
South to forget that there was 
a war. The scheme to purchase similar pa- 
pers has long been before Congress. At 
every session a proposition is madeto pur- 
chase some papers relating to the War of the 
Rebellion, and it invariably happens that 
these are the private property of the 
dependent relatives of some ex-Confederate. 
The heated contest began through a point of 
order which was raised by Gen. Bragg. who 
maintained that there was no law authoriz- 
ing the purchase of the papers. 

MR. BLACKBURN, 
the sturdy advocate of the purehase, insisted 
that the. fact that the publication of 
the Rebellion records had deen atthor- 
ized was sufficient authority for the 
purchase of these papers, and he showed that 
Congress already in like manner had bought 
the Pickett papers for $75,000, the papers of 
Albert Sidney Johnston for $10,000, the trans- 
Mississippi papers for a like sum, and the 
Kirby Smith papers for $2,500, and to enforce 
his point, Mr. Blackburn held up a docu- 
ment which he said was the report upon this 
very subject.

THE MONEY POWER. 
IT CRIES HAVOC, 

New York, Feb. 23.—The Express says: 
The uncertainty in regard to the Funding 
bill and the continued deposit in the Sub- 
Treasury here of gold and legal-tenders by 
the National banks to retire circulation were 
the absorbing topics of discussion in financial 
circles to-day, and exercised a marked in- 
fluence upon the stock and money markets.

Tie bill passed by the Senate, and now be- 
fore the House of Representatives, repealing 
the tax on deposits in the banks of the 
country ought to pass.

We print in another column this morning 
a remarkable letter addressed by Senator 
Windom, of Minnesota, to the President of 
the National Anti-Monopoly League, and 
read at the meeting held under the auspices 
of that body in New York City last Monday 
night.

Jo I. Mrrcwe tt, the Senator-elect from 
Pennsylvania to sueceed Wallace, seems by 
all accounts to be the best man chosen to 
represent the Keystone State in the National 
Senate for many years. He has had a varied 
experience as school-teacher, soldier, editor, 
lawyer, and legislator, and has done his work 
well wherever he has been. One of Pennsy!- 
vania’s chairs in the Senate has now been 
oceupied consecutively by a Cameron for 
fourteen years. The other has been held for 
six years by Coffee-pot Wallace, a Demo- 
crat of dubious political reputation, and 
before him for six years by John Scott, an 
indifferent Republican thoroughly under the 
influence of the Camerons. Scott’s predeces- 
sor was another Democrat, aman of ability, 
Charles R. Buckalew. Simon Cameron 
came in first for the term bein- 
ning March 4, 1845, and was elected 
again in 1857 for the term ending in 1863, 
but resigned in 1861 to enter Mr. Lin- 
coln’s Cabinet. His service after the War 
began in 1867. The War Senators were Ed- 
gar Cowan, David Wilmot (appointed in 
Cameron’s place), and Buckalew. Of the 
forty years of Senatorial service to which 
Pennsylvania has been entitled (adding both 
terms together) since 1861, the Democrats 
have had twelve absolutely, and practically 
half of Cowan’s term, as he Johnsonized 
and went over to the enemy. On the whole, 
it nrust be admitted that the representation 
of the State has not been for twenty years, 
at least so far as the Republican party is con- 
cerned, what it should have been. The elec-

SENATOR Brucr’s bill to abolish the Board 
of Managers of the affairs of the Freedman’s 
Savings & Trust Company is now before 
the President awaiting signature. The bill 
makes the Controller of the Currency aCom- 
missioner of the bank, With authority to 
close up its affairs, and to pay depositors as 
fast as it can be done out of the assets of the 
bank. The success of Senator Bruce’s labors 
in behalf of the Freedman’s Bank revives 
interest in the fate of that ill-starred concern. 
Messrs. Creswell, Leopold, and Purvis still 
comprise the Board of Managers, at a cost 
of $9,000 per annum, each drawing a salary 
of $3,000 for doing absolutely nothing. Cres- 
well and Purvis do not pretend to have ren- 
dered any services for the six years they have 
received this large salary out of the slender 
remnant of the assets remaining to the/egedit 
of the misguided blacks who made theMbank 
the depository for their small savings. By 
the new law. Controller Knox is to receive 
$1,000 a year, a clear saving of $8,000, to say 
nothing of the clerical salaries, which will 
also be cut off. When Mr. Hayes signs this 
bill it will discontinue the present Board, 
but at this moment they still draw their sala- 
ries with great regularity, The aggre- 
gate of the cost of managing the at- 
fairs of this bank since the appointment 
of the Board of Commissioners is $344,944.

Tur experts of the Treasury Department 
have calculations showing that the banks 
can make a greater profit on their circula- 
tion based on 8 per cent bonds bought at par 
than on 4 per cent bonds costing 114. When 
the country banks figure the matter out they 
will probably conclude not to withdraw their 
cireulation. The table prepared by the Treas- 
ury Department shows that the rate of profit, 
based on 4 per cent bonds at 114, at 5 per 
cent interest per annum, is 1.49, while the 
rate of profit on the 3 per cent bonds at par 
is 1.52, and that the increase in favor of 8 per 
cent bonds is greater in proportion to the 
rate of interest in excess of 5 percent. For 
ins at 6 per cent the rate of profit on 
4per cent bonds at 114 is 1 25-100, and on 
8 per cent bonds at par 142-100. At 7 per 
cent the rate of profit on 4 per cent bonds is 
1 1-100, and on 3 per certs 1 33100. A 
Washington dispatch says that the Treas- 
ury Department is not apprehensive 
that any serious business inconvenience 
will arise from the threatened surrender 
of National-bank circulation. The Funding 
bill itself will enable the Treasury to supply 
any deficiency that may occur from this 
cause by the issue of Treasury votes and by 
the immediate use of $50,000,000 of the coin 
now held for resumption purposes, which 
the bill authorizes the Seoretary of the 
Treasury to apply for the purchase of matur- 
ing bonds. Besides, it is believed at the 
Treasury that the threatened surrender of 
circulation on the part of the banks will not 
result in the retiring of any considerable 
amount of circulation, and that the retire- 
ment will be checked as soon as the banks 
can be convinced that they can conduct their 
business with as much profit on the basis of 
3 per cent bonds at par as with 4 per cent 
bonds ata premium of 14.

A CONFEDERATE DEBATE. 

Gen. Bragg, of Wisconsin, again stirred 
up the animals on the Democratic side of the 
House yesterday. The Sundry Civil bill was 
under consideration, and among the items 
was one appropriating $20,000 for the pur- 
chase of the private papers of the deceased 
Confederate Gens, Bragg and Polk, in order 
to add them to the Rebel archives which the 
Government is collecting. This excuse fur 
turning over Government money to Rebel 
Generals or their descendants has been urged 
in the House every year since the Pickett 
papers were purchased. Mr. Thomas, of IIli- 
nois, moved to strike out the item, and his prop- 
osition was supported by Mr. Bragg. This 
aroused the ire of Mr. Blackburn, of Ken- 
tucky, who turned fiercely upon Mr. Bragg, 
and throughout the discussion maintained 
an offensive bearing toward the Wisconsin 
Union soldier, and endeavored to browbeat, 
bully, and intimidate him. The Kentucky tac- 
tics did not succeed very well in this instance. 
Gen. Bragg. in his reply to the threats that 
were intimated, very coolly informed his ad- 
versary that he always held himself respon- 
sible for any and all of his utterances 
on the floor, but did not think it 
necessary to parade the fact. From this 
point the Kentucky champion of the code 
was not sv aggressive as he Bad been before. 
Gen. Bragg opposed the renewed precedent 
of purchasing the papers of Rebel Generals 
while the Union Generals donated their 
documents, official and private, bearing upon 
the War. He also exposed the real purpose 
of gentlemen who came from “the other 
side of the line,” as the Southerners are in 
the habit of expressing themselves, wear 
ing widow’s weeds which usually turned 
out to be pants and boots, and taking up a 
collection at the door to pay the expenses 
of the exhibition.“ There were many on the 
Republican side who were disposed to favor 
the appropriation for the purchase of these 
papers, —- Among others, Messrs, Robeson, 
Hawley, and Baker,—and the proposition 
would probably have prevailed had not Con- 
federate biuster asserted itself so offensively. 
It was rather curious, indeed, to hear some 
of the utterances on the Republican side ap- 
plauded by the Confederate Brigadiers, while 
the remarks of the Democratic but Union 
General, Bragg, brought out counter ap- 
plause from the Republican side. Mr. Black- 
burn’s case was weakened also by his con- 
fident assertion that the purchase of these 
papers had been recommended by a Congres- 
sional Commission of which Gen. Garfield 
was a member,—a statement which proved to 
be incorrect. The proposed appropriation 
was probably beaten in the end by an amend. 
ment offered by Gen. McCook, of New York, 
adding the names of several distinguished 
Union Generals now deceased, whose families 
should be included among the beneficaries of 
public money paid out for private war papers. 
It was in all likelihood the indisposition 
among the Confederates to vote money to 
the families of Union Democrats which se- 
cured enough votes on the Democratic side to 
strike out the appropriation. The interesting 
feature of the debate, however, was the 
spleen displayed by the Confederates at the 
effrontery of any member claiming to bea 
Democrat in refusing to truckle to their ac- 
customed dominion. Gen. Brage’s case is 
almost unique, it is true, but his bold de- 
fense of the Union cause against Confederate 
assaults on his own side of the House ought 
to make the Democrats of the North proud 
of him. 


THE NATIONAL LIBRARY SCHEME. 

The scheme for the erection of a building 
for the separate accommodation of what it 
is proposed to call the National.Library has 
progressed to the extent of the passage by the 
Senate of a bill authorizing the purchase of 
a large tract of land lying east of the Capitol 
building, at a cost not to exceed $1,000,000. 
That is as far as it should ever go. The 
progress, already made falls short of 
the design of Mr. Voorhees, the special 
patron of the project, in- 
troduced the original bill providing 
for the erection of the Library Buiiding on 
Judieiary Square, already the property of 
the Government, und making an appropria- 
tion of $1,500,000 to begin work ona fire 
proof structure which it is estimated: will 
cost not less than $4,000,000, and the actual 
cost Of which, if ever undertaken, will 
probably be double that amount. This bill 
was set aside by the Senate in favor of one 
introduced by Senator Morrill, authorizing 


It is the opinion of 
ing architects of the country 
symmetry of ‘the Capitol has 
marred by the addition of wings so large as 
to dwarf the central portion, and by the con- 
struction of adome of about the same alti- 
tude as the dome at St. Peter's. witfiout car- 
rying up its su strueture to a com- 
mensurate hight. The raising of the dome 
in order to admit of an additional story over 
the central part of the Capitol, and the en- 
largement of this central part by extensions 
both east and west, would make this build- 
ing the most imposing on the globe, 
and it can searcely be doubted 
that such changes would provide amply 
for the growth of the Congressional 
Library. Even further enlargement could 
be obtained, if it were necessary, by additions 
to the two wings, which should be built upon 
a lower grade, and which would at once 
contribute to the grandeur of the structure 
and provide-the two legislative bodies with 
ha!ls looking out upon the open space, and 
giving the Congressmen enough oxygen to 
enable them to live purer lives. But the so- 
lution of the quéstion would not establish a 
Nation al Library, nor createa new Govern- 
ment Department, which is the ultimatum 
of the present agitation. 

There was.one practical suggestion which 
did not oceur to any of the Senators, or at 
least was not mentioned. ‘The great bulk of 
the accumulation jn the Congressional Li- 
brary is made up of the duplicate copies of 
books which must be sent to complete the 
requirements of the Copyright law in the 
ease of all publications. The enormous mass 


of books that are piled up under this provision 


of law accounts for the continuous growth 
of the Library, which forms the basis of the 
project for a new and costly building. But 
they are for the most part volumes which are 
rarely consulted, and not worth the room they 
eccupy. A simple and adequate expedient, 
however, for preserving these volumes on 
shelves properly indexed so they could be 
found when needed, would be to constructa 
plain, fire-proof building of brick, at a cost 
of not more than $30,000 or $40,000, for the 
safe-keeping of the copyright books. Such a 
building could be located in the vicinity of 
the Capitol, as residences and other buildings 
are, without impairing the architectural 
beauty of the Capitol, and provisions for ex- 
tending it as thb copyright volumes increase 
could be made in the first purchase of the 
ground. Butthis would be neither a Na- 
tional Library nor a new Department. 

The vote in the Senate on the Library 
scheme was 39 yeas to 18 against. The Sen 
ators voting against it were Messrs. Beck, 
Brown, Cockrell, Coke, Conkling, Eaton, 
Harris, Jones (Nev.), Kirkwood, McMillan, 
Maxey, Paddock, Plumb, Saunders, Wallace, 
Wiliams, Windom, and Withers. 

“Ordinarily it might be assumed that such a 
scheme would fail in the House, and this is 
the probable outcome of the matter. Never- 
theless, the relations of Mr. Spofford, the Li- 
brarian of Congress, are so intimate with that 
body, and so many Congressmen are under 
obligations to this official and his assistants 
for services rendered in the preparation of 
speeches, that his influence in favor of the 
Library scheme will undoubtedly help it very 
much, Mr. Spofford may be naturally cred- 
ited with the ambition to be at the head of 
the National Library, and he has certainly 
been a zealous promoter of the project. But 
it is nevertheless true that a National Library 
in the City of Washington will be of great 
cost and small service to the country, while 
the future need and proper functions of the 
Congressional Library may be abundantly 
provided for by ap extension of the Capitol 

bailding, which is further desirable from an 
architectural point of view. 


THE GRAIN-INSPECTION PROBLEM. 

The investigation into the conduct of the 
grain-inspection at Chicago, now in progress 
at Springfield, has already brought out many 
interesting facts. It may bring out more, 
and probably will do so, as a number of know- 
ing ones have yet to be examined, and the 
whole of one side of the question yet remains 
to be heard. There are, however, some con- 
siderations which suggest themselves to an 
impartial observér, and are not likely to be 
modified to any great extent by anything 
that may be developed before the official in- 
quiry is ended, 

There is no room for reasonable doubt 
that many abuses and lapses mark the system 
of grain Inspection as now conducted. The 
Commissioners have their headquarters at 
Springfield, while the scene of all their ware- 
house and inspection duties lies in Chicago, 
180 miles distant. They have no real powér 
over the Chief Inspector, or any of his sub- 
ordinates. TheChief Inspector, ip like man- 
ner, has no real power over those who are 
under him, even if he were competent to 
exercise it; and it is not denied that he is in- 
competent to decide whether or not they are 
capable of deciding the relative values of 
different parcels of grain. 

The chief and his subordinates give bonds 
for the faithful performance of their duties; 
but it is claimed that tney are not liable for 
damages in any ease, unless it can be proved 
that they have willfully and knowingly done 
wrong. There is no provision to guard 
against or remedy incompetence, or even 
neglect, on the part of any or all of these 
gentlemen, not afew of whom have been ap- 
pointed solely from motives of a merely par- 
tisan character. In addition to being incom- 
petent, the department is needlesly expen- 
sive, owing to the employment of persons 
who do not, and eannot, earn the salaries of 
their respective positions. The registration 
of grain is conducted by another depart- 
ment, independent of the inspection, whereas 
both should be conducted by one head, and 
work in harmony. The State itself, while 
assuming the control of this important work, 
and even asserting its right to tax property 
that is simply in transit through State, 
disclaims ail pecuniary responsibil yi or any 
loss that may be sustained by the dwners of 
the property which is taxed and has its rela- 
tive value assigned to it without their con- 
sent. 

Surely there are here grounds sufficient 
for a change, and that of a radical character. 
We submit that no one will dispute this who 
will take the trouble to look into the case 
without bias. But what change should be 
made? Some people are clamoring loudly 
for a return of the inspection power to 
the Board of Trade,—the body which not 
only used to exercise it, but originated 
the system of grading which has since been 
adopted, substantially, in every grain mar- 
ket in the country. There are, however, 
grave objections to this, independently of 
the fear that the power would be prostituted 
to serve the ends of individual Directors, as 
certainly was the case more than once under 
the Board of Trade régime. The charter of 
the Board of Trade gives to that body the 
right to appoint-inspectors and weighmen, to 
establish grades, and to fix upon fees to be 
paid for the service. But that instrument 
expressly prohibits the Board from engag- 
ing in any business than that which is com- 
mon to Boards of Trade. Inasmuch as no other 
one of all the Boards of Trade in the world,

The only true way to deal with the grain 
inspection is to appoint the head of the de- 
partment, surround him with proper limita- 
tions by law, making bim responsible for the 
working of the business, requiring ample 
bonds for the faithful performance of. his 
duties, and giving him full authority to 
choose and pay those whom he may want to 
ald him in the work. There would probably 
be no objection to the Governor of the State 
nominating to the office of Chief Inspector; 
but in such case he should consult the 
Directors of the Board of Trade in regard 
to the most fitting man for that position. If 
a good selection were made we should then 
be able to escape the mortification of 
seeing the grain of the Northwest inspected 
and valued by persons in whom no one has 
confidence, and avoid the biennial wrangle 
which seems inseparable from the present 


detective, bungling system, with the Pandora. 


assortment of evils that are incident thereto. 
The Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners might then continue to sit in 
Sprinzfield, or even remove to Paradise, 80 
far as their Interference with the grain in- 
spection might be desired. We commend 
this view of the case to our lawmakers at 
the State Capital, as the only practical and 
practicable solution of a grave problem. 


THEODORE THOMAS ON MUSIC IN 
| AMERICA. 


Mr. Theodore Thomas, the great conduct- 
or, has contributed a paper to the March 
number of Scribner’s Magazine, entitled 
„Musical Possibilities in America.” It is 
very brief,—rather the sketch of an essay 
than an essay,—an indication of points 
rather than the discussion of them. Mr. 
Thomas is a man of few words, so this 
might have been expected, but at the same 


‘time its conciseness is not a fault, for, as 


might be expected also, his views are 
thoroughly practical and characterized by 
sound common sense,—a quality not often 
brought to the consideration, appreciation, or 
enjoyment of music. There is no arrogance 
or presumption In these public suggestions 
of Mr. Thomas to the people of this coun- 
try upon its musical possibilities. He is 
qualified by nature, by study, and by ex- 
perience to appear as a teacher, and his sug- 
gestions deserve to be received with more 


than ordinary attention and respect. In the 


first place, he is a musician of large 
knowledge, both in the literature. and 
technicalities of his art, one of the 
two or three great conductors of the world, 
a leader of indomitable purpose and rare 
executive ability, with the highest and 
noblest standards constantly in view, and pos- 
sessed of infallible discrimination between 
whatis true and what is false in music, 
Second, he is an American in all his habits 
and modes of thinking and living, his life 
having been svent in this country since child- 
hood, and be is therefore qualified to regard 
his subject from an Ameri¢an point of view. 
Third, what progress this country has made 
towards a higher plane of music during the 
past twenty-five years is due more to Theo- 
dore Thomas and his work than to all other 
leaders and causes combined, and this is due 
to the reason that while other men have 
yielded to popular pressure and have catered 
to sensation he has neyer swerved from his 
high purpose. A eompdrison of his pro- 
grams during the past quarter of a century 
would show a steady growth onward and 
upward and a popular following in that d 
rection, and the surest proof of his suc- 
cess is that his best programs draw 
the best houses. He has deen able 
to do this not alone because he 
is a conductor of extraordinary magnetism 
and ability. but because he has always sur- 
rounded himself with first-class players and 
no others. With such a leader and such an 
orchestra what was the use of their address- 
ing themselves. to light and trivial music 
which feeble leaders and orchestrasowere 
competent enough to perform? Their werk 
lay in a field of music which these smaller 
concerns cannot enter. Any orchestra can 
play dance music and operatic potpourris 
well enoagh, but it is not every orchestra 
that can play symphonies and the’ higher 
forms of dramatic music, which are the en- 
during works in the world of music, and 
therefore the only really true and great ones. 
The test of music is its endurance. What 
merely tickles the ear does not find perma- 
nent lodgement in the heart or reflect the 
higher aspirations of the soul. 

Mr. Thomas’ paper is so brief that we may 
easily reproduce itssalient points. His defi- 
nition of American voices is very accurate. 
Those or the women, though “sharp and 
nasal in speaking,” are “good in singing.” 
Though “ their small volume reveals the lack 
of proper training,’ they are good in qual- 
ity, extended u compass, and brilliant in 
color.” His statement that there would be 
more and better altos were it not for ruin- 
ous attempts to make sopranos of them” is 
as true as the Gospel, and might be illus- 
trated by more than one American singer 
whose voice has been injured by teachers, 
who ought.to know better, in trying to effect 
this unnatural change. He also points outa 
noticeable deficiency. in our male voices— 
namely: their lack of strength and charac- 
ter, and illustrates it by showing that it is 
very difficult to organize a large chorus with- 
out a considerable admixture of English and 
German voices to give body to the tone,—a 
deficiency which may in large part be attrib- 
uted to the inferior physique of Americans. 
With the method of teaching music in our 
public schools Mr. Thomas is dissatisfied, 
and well may be, for it is radically faulty. 
Nor is he better satisfied with the music of 
the church or of the theatre. As to church 
music he says: 

In the church, where first of all sincerity

value the power of music 
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those who would become good singers under 
some good teacher in a singing-class, and 
when they become older “let them join a 
good choral society,” and, above all, lose no 
opportunity of hearing good music. He has 
little faith in the value of European visits for 
technical study, because no teacher in Eu- 
rope can understand how to prepare pupils 
for practical work here, and he even goes 80 
far as to say: “I am satisfied that we shall 
never have a standard opera which will take 
hold of the people until oe educate our own 
singers for the stage and choose our reper- 
tory from the best Italian, French, and Ger- 
man works.” He closes his paper with an 
earnest appeal for a conservatory suitable to 
the peculiar wants of the American people, 
and which will do away with amateurism in 
tene hers and professionals, and with high 
eommendation of the musical instruments 
made here, even including the violin. His 
closing paragraph is as follows, and ought to 
encourage the American people to higher 
and better effort: 


It will be seen, therefore, that we have in this 
country the possibilities of a great musical 
future. We bave the natural taste of the peo- 
ple for music, their strong desire to have —— 
the best, and their readiness to 
is the best when ft is presented to them. "We 
have r 0 — natural resources for the 
making of musical instruments. Nature has 
done her part of the work generously; it re- 
mains for us to do ours. 


Mr, Thomas has nobly done his part of the 
work at the cost of great personal and pecu- 
niary sacrifice, and in the face of opposition 
from the ignorant, the prejudiced, and the 
charlatans in music. This very week in our 
own city he is engaged in that same duty and 
in the furtherance of plans which, if they 


-were enthusiastically and intelligently see- 


onded by the people of Chicago, would re- 
sult in giving us one good orchestra instead 
of four or five mediocre ones, and without 


that one good orchestra we can never make 


any healthy progress. 
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THE NEW YORK BANKS AND THE 
FUNDING BILL. 

The bill pending in Congress to fund in 3 
per cent bonds and Treasury certificates the 
$700,000,000 of 6 and 5 per cent bonds falling 
due this year has induced some of the man- 
agers of the New York banks to predict that 
if the bill becomes a law there will be a gen- 
eral retirement of the National-bank-note 
currency, which contraction, they assume, 
will plunge the business of the country into 
confusion and distress akin to that of adis- 
astrous panic. 

We have already disclaimed any sympathy 
in what are known as the Carlisle sections“ 
of the Funding bill; they were designed and 
intended asan unjust menace to the banks, 
and an application of a coercion to them that 
was discriminating and unfair. 

But the prediction, or threat. whichever it 
may be, that this bill will necessarily con- 
tract the currency and disturb the finances 
and business of the country by compelling the 
banks to withdraw their circulation, coming 
from these Wall street banks, will rather ex- 
cite the ridicule and contempt of the public 
than cause any alarm. It is only a very 
brief time since the National banks of New 
York City were clamoring around the halls 
of Congress that a law be passed demonetiz- 
ing $356,000,000 of greenbacks, and also some 
$60,000,000 of silver, making over $400,000,000 
of legal-tender debt-paying currency. The 
New York banks were then insisting by reso- 
lutions, memorials, predictions, appeals, and 
threats, just as they are now doing, that the 
salvation of the bus‘ness and finances of the 
Government and of the people depended 
absolutely on the immediate extine- 
tion, retirement, and sponging out of 
existence over $400,000,000 of legal- 
tender debt-paying currency. These Wall 
street banks had then no fears of a financial 
or commercial panic resulting from this en- 
forced and sweeping contraction of the great 
bulk of the legaltender debt-paying cur- 
rency of the country. 

What is the possible contraction which this 
bill at the worst can produce? The banks 
have in round figures $340,000,000 of currency. 
This is secured by a deposit of bonds bear- 
ing 6, 5, 44¢, and 4 per cent interest. The 
Funding bill provides for the payment ef the 
6 and 5 per cent bonds, and requires that the 
$200,000, 000 of these bonds held by the banks 
shall be replaced py the new 3 per cent 
bonds. It prohibits the present banks or 
new banks depositing either 4 or 4 per cent 
bends in exchange for the 6 or 5 per cents, 
and prohibits any new currency being issued 
on a deposit other than 8 per cents. Those 
banks which now have 4½ and 4 per cent 
bonds on deposit are permitted to retain 
them as long as such bonds are outstanding. 
So at the utmost the National banks are 
compelled, if they are not willing to accept 3 


| per cent bonds, to retire only the $200,000,000 


of their circulation now represented by the 6 
and 5 per cent bonds. 

At the utmost, even at the worst, the bank- 
note circulation which this Hill can retire is 
only $200,000,000, and this possible contraction 
of non-iegal-tender currency whieh these 
Wali street banks predict will convulse the 
commeree of the country and produce a 
calamity not less than that of a panic is only 
one-half as great as the contraction which 
these same banks demanded less than a year 
ago as essential to the prevention of a panic 
in the commercial and financial affairs of the 
country! 

Are the judgment and opinions and demands 
of these New York bank managers upon 
their own showing entitled ts the least con- 
sideration by the public? Is it at all strange 
that these periodical explosions of threats and 
predictions by these bank ge excite 
only derision and contempt in the public 
mind ?

AFGHANISTAN, 
SHERE ALIS TREATY. 

Lonvon, Feb. 23.—The following is a draft 
of the treaty said to have been concluded be- 
tween Russia and Shere Ali, and written from 
memory by the Afghan Foreign Secretary, 
the original having been destroyed by the 
Ameer: 

1. The Russian Government engages that the 
friendship of the Russian Government with the 
Government of Ameer Shere Ali Khan, Ameer 
of all Afghanistan, win be a permanent and 
perpetua! one, 

2. The Russian Government engages that, as 
Sirdar Abdulla Jan, son of the Ameer, is dead, 
the friendship of the Russian Government with 
any person whom the Ameer may appoint heir- 
apparent to the throne of Afghanistan, and with 
the heir of the heir-apparent, will remain firm 
and perpetual. 

3. The Russian Government engages that if 
any foreign enemy attacks Afghanistan, and the 
Ameer is unable to drive him out and asks the 
assistance of the Russian Government, the Rus- 
sian Government will repel the enemy, either by 
means of advice or such cther means as it may 
consider proper. 

4. The Ameer of Afghanistan will not wage 
war with any foreign Power without consulting 
the Russian Government and without its per- 
mission. 

5. The Ameer of Afghanistan engages that he 
will always report in a friendly mannerto the 
Russian Government what gves on in his King- 
dom. 

6. The Ameer of Afghuaistan will communi- 
cate every wish and important affair of his to 
Gen. Kaufmann, Governor-General of Turke- 
stan, and the Governor-General will be au- 
thorized by the Russian Government to fulfil 
the wishes of the Ameer. , 

7. The Russian Government engages that the 
Afghan merchants who may trade and sojourn 
in Russian territory will be safe from wrong, 
and that they will be allowed tocarry away their 
profits. 

8. The Ameer of Afghanistan will have the 
power to send bis servants to Russia to learn 
arts and trades, and the Russian officers will 
treat them with consideration and respect as 
men of rank.

The Allen Murder Trial at Gene- 
va, III., Proving of Great , 
Interest. 


Four Troublesome Oustomers Killed by a 
partes oe Sa 


Thirty-seven Slugs Shot into the Body 
of a Man in Kentucky, 
Arrest of the Supposed Murderer, To- 
gether with the Victim’s Wife. 


THE ALLEN MURDER CASE. 

Geneva, III., Feb. 23.—The Allen murder trial, 
begun here yesterday before Judge Keitum, 
with Judge Wilson associate, is proving of great 
interest, and attracting a large attendance. 
The details of the murder of which the two 
prisoners, C. C. Woodruff and W. Thomas, are 
accused are as follows: On the night of Feb. 16, 
1880, Hiram P. Allen, a retired and wealthy 
farmer, of about 7 years, was shot dead 
in the bedroom of his howse in Sandwich 
by a burglar who bad effected an entrance 
through a window, and whom Mr. Allen at- 
tempted to secure. Both Mrs. Allen and her 
daughter, a young lady of 20 years, heard an out- 
side accomplice say: “Have you finished the 
old cuss,” and then, * Why don't you come 
along,” and saw the two men run down the 
street, but could not recognize them. Months 
passed, and the murder seemed to have been 
forgotten by the public, when it was revived 
with all its sensationa! elements, by the arrest of 
seven men for being impticated in the crime, 

It seems that on the night of the murder a 
cap and piece of candle were left in Alleu's 
chamber by the murderer. From these appar- 
ently insignificant bits of evidence the detect- 
ives worked up the chain leading to what was 
believed positive proofs of guilt.

GOBBLED BY GOULD. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
phia, Wilmington & Baltimore Railroad, which 
rumor has knocked down to one railroad corpo- 
ration or another, has at last been sold, indeed, 
and of course Jay Gould is the purchaser. The 
other parties to the negotiation are John W. and 
Robert Garrett, of Baltimore; Drexel & Co., of 
Philadelphia; Drexel, Morgan & Co., of New 
York; J. 8. Morgan & Co., of London; J. Lowber 
Welsh, of Philadelphia; Solon Humphreys, Rus- 
sell Sage, Jay Gould, Jonn Jacob Astor, and Au- 
gust Belmont, of New York. These gen- 
tlemen have purchased about $6,000,000 
of stock held by Nathaniel Thayer, 
William Minot, H. Hollis Hunneweil, 
and a number of agher Boston capitalists. 
price paid was 40 per cent above par, making 
the total investment of the syndicate about 
88.500.000. The Philadelphia, Baltimore & Wil- 
mington Railroad owns a main line oinety-six 
miles in length from Philad@iphia to Baltimore, 
with a double track of steel rails, and 120 miles 
of branches, extending from Wilmington 
throughout Deiaware. It has a capital stock of 
$1142.00, with $2,300,000 of bonds. The 
surplus assets of the Company in cash 
and other forms to-day amount to $4,000,000. 
The road, which is an essential link in the direct 
communication between whe commercial me- 
tropolis and the political Capital of the country, 
is one of the finest and dest equipped 
roads in the United States. The stock earned 
last year almost 10 per cent, and has paid 8 per 
cent regularly all through the panic and for 
many years previous. The negotiations, which 
were finally concluded on Monday afternooa, 
are the outcome of events dating back to a 
year ago, when a Philadeiphia capitalist, 
who was reported to be acting for the 
Penngyivania Railroad, tried to buy a 
controlling interest in, the Delaware & Western 
Railroad, which had the right of extending its 
tracks eight miles in any direction from Wiiming- 
ton. Col. H. S. McComb, in the interest of Dela- 
wareans who wished tokecp the road under 
Delaware ownership, succeeded in beating the 
Philadeiphians and gettmg a cortroiling in- 
terest in the Delaware & Western. Tht veteran 
rallroader soon thought his new purchase would 
be u valuable link in a rival line from Philadel- 
phia to Baltimore, and formed the idea of 
having tue charter amended, as in the 
bill now before the Delaware Legisia- 
ture. He conferred witn John O0. Bullit, 
counsel for the Philadeiphia stockholders, and 
George H. Bates, for the Wilmington stock- 
holders, and, meantime, knowing of the good 
terminal facilities of the Westchester & Phila- 
deipbia Railroad at Thirty-first and Chestnut 
streets, he obtaired from President Farnum the

He kept his but- 
ter in a refrigerator, and over the box was sus- 


nded a 8 of paper with the word “ butter- 
ine” on it that could be plam seen by any 
purchaser. | 


Edwin Reed, Mr. Clark’s clerk, substantiated 
his emploper’s testimony. He acknowledged to 
having sold the butterine exhibited to Mr. Howe, 
but told bim what the character of com- 
pound was. He said he went so far even as to 
write the word butterine on the package 
bought by Mr. Howe. The refrigerator bad 
lass doors, and the label could easily be seen.

‘TAX SALES. 

Mann, of Vermilion, introduced a couple 
of bills which are likely to cause some dis- 
cussion. One provides the purchaser at 
a tax sale, instead of taking a tax-deed, may 
apply to a Court of Chancery, making all the 
persons in interest parties defendant, and 
that the Court may make the purchaser an 
absolute title in fee simple.

With regard to the bill repealing the sec- 
tions of the law allowing corporations to 


change their names, places of business, etc., 


Senator Clark said: It was designed to pre- 
vent corporations from changing their names 
and jumping from one partof the State to 
another. He called attention to a certain 
Springfield banking and insurance company, 
which, when its sands of life were about run 
out, absorbed a charter belonging to a Chi- 
cago bank, and changed its place of busi- 
ness to the lake shore, then, returning 
to Springfield, resumed its old name, 
and by this legal transfusion of life, runs to- 
day. The Senator said that corporations cut 
up all sorts of capers under the present law. 
Cairo banks skipped to Chicago. Country 
manufacturing associations removed to cities 
and made gas-pipe. It was high time these 
proceedings should be stopped. 

When “tapped” as to the effect these bills 
would have on railroad companies, the Coles 
County statesman gently stioked his smooth 
chin and said he 

REALLY DID NOT KNOW 

what bearing they would have in such cases; 
if they did not reach eeftain railroads they 
ought to, and he woulé see that amendments 
were added to the bills to eover them. Nu- 
merous instances were cited by the gentle- 
man where, by rapid shifting of names, rail- 
road companies lost their identity, and 
creditors whistled into vacancy for their 
money. The measures might be loosely 
drawn, but by a little doctoring they would 
fill the bill exactly. 

THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON MISCELLANY 
and the House Committee on Licenses held a 
joint meeting this afternoon to hear the 
friends and opponents of the Hinds Dill. 
Senator Mamer presided. The prohibition 
element was 1 by Mrs. Hibben of 
Peoria, Mrs. T. B. Carse of Chicago, and 
Mr. Plumb of Streator, while Gen. Kueffner 
of St, Clair, Col, Ewing of Quincy, A. C.

The temperance 
measures before the Legisiature were 
wrong in principle and injudicious 
as matters of policy. y the 
Hinds __ bill it was proposed to 
destroy the work of the labor and to render 
capital useless, on the ground that the liquor 
business was immoral and dishonest. He 
knew of no authority, secular or religious, 
for such a statement, unless it was the Koran, 
which did have something to say on that sub- 
ject. The liquor question, in fine, was one 
about the morality and immoraligy of which 
men honestly differed. The only way to de- 
termine it was to count noses,—to take the 
judgment of civilized mankind, and the over- 
whelming majority had been found to de- 
clare that the liquor traffic per se was not im- 
moral or dishonest.

declared it every day on every dollar of reve-

THE ADDIS SCANDAL. 


Testimony Taken in the Notorious 
Divorce Case Yesterday. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

GRAND Rapips, Mich., Feb. 23.—The eight- 
eenth day of the Addis case developed but few 
sensations.

THE ENLARGED WELLAND CANAL.
